“Tt will bave one result which even 
the newspaper sponsors themselves 
have probably not fully realized. It 
has placed a definite stamp of ‘news 
value’ upon governmental topics which 
the press has heretofore generally re- 
space only in 
eampaign times. In such times, of 
course, partisanship is rife. 

“This movement will, undoubtedly. 
do much to make serious governmental 
discussion ‘news’ between campaigns. 
In other words, it will direct public 
attention to basic governmental prob- 
lems in precisely the period in which 
they are generally ignored, It is in 
such between-campaign consideration 
of the broad questions of government 


can be done.” 
Shortridge Praises Contest. 
Senator Shortridge, of California, 
sxid the following about the national 
oratorical contest: 


“The national oratorical contest on 
the constitution is entitled to wide- 
spread support. Nothing is more im- 
portant at this time than intelligent 
end patriotic citizenship. This move- 
ment should be doubly effective in 
that it will help thousands of young 
people during their formative period 
t» become acquainted with and at- 
tached to the basic principles of the 
Ainerican government. 


“For years we in this country have 
been too eager to look abroad for our 
idenls of perfection, in art, govern- 
nent, literature and, in fact, almost 
every line of human endeavor except 
business; and yet many of the most 
ncute. minds in Europe realize and 
have, for a decade or more, realized 
that future world leadership rests 
with the United States. 

“In addition, the eyes of Europe 
have long been directed admiringly 
toward our political system with its 
nice balancing of governmental 
strength and individual rights. It is 
only here at home that we have 
been ignorant of the value of our chief 
trcasure—sound government—a treas- 
ure all the more remarkable in that it 
multiplies the value of all the other 
ireasures that a people may possess 
or aspire to.”

Washington, March 23.—Senator 
Trammell, democrat, Florida, whose

“At the present time, it is my 
opinion,” the letter said, “that such 
an investigation is highly desirable and 
essential in the interest @f the con- 


suimers of gasoline, kerosene, crude 
oils and other petroleum products.”

Roberts, government counsel, in his 
argument before Federal Judge T.

“Robison wanted to get oil and 
storage because of his navy idea,” 
said Mr. Roberts. “But he didn’t want 
to go to congress for them. So he 
planned the leasing of Teapot Dome 
and the use of royalty oil aecuring 
to the government as a medium of 
exchange with which to build great 
storage tanks and to acquire a large 
supply of fuel oil as a part of his 
war plans for the navy.” 

Referring at another point to Rob- 
ison's connection with the case, Mr. 
Roberts suid he was “a very plant 
person in the hands of Albert B. Fall.” 
then secretary of the interior, who 
executed the lease to Harry F. Sin- 
clair’s Mammoth Oil company. 

“Drainage of Teapot Dome,” said 
Mr. Roberts, “was not the reason for 
the lease. Robison, as chief engi- 
neer of the navy thought that the 
fighting branch of the government 
ought to have great oil stores, His 
egotism in handling the project for 
the navy made him a very pliant per- 
son in the hands of Fall. He didn’t 
eare a rap who got the lease or how 
it was made, so long as he obtained 
for the navy enough royalty oil to 
carry out his plan and without going 
to congress for it. 

“Fall had one object, Robison had 
another, and they were wholly differ- 
ent but this particular scheme of 
leasing the great reserve met the needs 
of both.” 

Mr. Roberts attacked the entire 
structure of the lease as without the 
foundation of law.

Power of Poison Gas. 


Whatever half-informed apologists 
for modern warfare may say to the 
contrary, it is possible and practica- 
ble for a victorious air fleet to 
drench out all life in almost any 
modern city by poison gases launched 
from the air. Paris, Brussels and 
Berlin face that possibility in the 
of another war. Our enemy, 
however, would not be out to slaugh- 
ter civilians as a primary objective, 
but just to destrcy our communica- 
tions. 

First, he would blow up the rail- 
road stations, the kgots of tracks in 
the railway yards, the round houses, 
the turn-tables. Even with the 
limited fleets, the small bombs, and 
the inaccurate bombing of the late 
war, railroad centers werg often put 
out of commission for days by air 
attack. Of course, ‘works’ so de- 
stroyed can be repaired. To pre- 
vent this. the enemy would try to

‘To 
help this second effect, a plane or so 
could probably empty its load in the 
residence district. And there the city 
stands for weeks not only useless to 
national defense, but in the way—a 
broken link in our industrial and 
transportation system. ' 

All this in cold military terms, In 
order that we may reduce the matter 
to ordinary human terms, we might 
imagine whet these tactics would 
do to our most important city. So 
tomorrow we will consider New York.

Naval Aircraft. KTAN CIRCUS TICKETS 


To Gather Data 
Upon Weather 


Washington, March 23.—Naval air- 
craft is to be employed at the Ana- 
eostia naval air station here to gather 
data of the upper atmosphere for use 
of the weather bureau im preparing 
forecasts. 

An airplane will carry a navy aerol- 
Ogist and instruments on one flight 
each day to record the air temperature 
and humidity at several thousand feet 
elevation, where atmospheric condi- 
tions, because unknown, have injected 
an undetermined quantity into weather 
calculations. 

The temperature and humidity of 
the upper air exert a direct influence 
on weather conditions at the surface, 
it Was explained today at the navy de- 
partment, and the information sought 
by use of the airplane is expected to 
result in forecasts of greater accuracy 
and for longer periods in the future. 

The practical value of the method 
has been demonstrated in California, 
where for a year the naval air. station 
at San Diego has made such flights 
and transmitted the information to the 
weather bureau office at San Fran, 
cisco. = *

SICKNESS AND THE WEATHER 

One of the strongest props of the 
nocuous “cold” delusion is the greater 
frequency of cri in the colder season 
of the year. (Cri, isn’t in the diction- 
ary yet; the word is coined from the 
initial letters of common respiratory 
infections, apd it is honest though 
poor.) ‘This predilection of cri for 
cold or damp weather is a painful 
thorn in my flesh, I. confess, because 
any fool can cite the fact as evidence 
to support the delusion, and gathering 
data berring on this association be- 
tween cri and damp or cold weather 


is a favorite indoor pastime of old 
fogies in the medical profession.

Editor Constitution: Your recent 
editorial on “Gardens,” which ap- 
peared in your paper a few days ago 
was of great interest to me. It seems 
that our organization has been think- 
ing along the same line, for we are 
now asking the Junior Red Cross 
children to have gardens and grow 
flowers for shut-ins of the eity insti- 
tutions. 

We feel that this idea serves sev- 
eral patrposes: TF irst, to interest our 
boys and girls in beautifying their 
homes and city; second, to give hap- 
piness to the unfortunate; third, the 
promotion of health by outdoor exer- 
cise. 

We made a survey of the city hos- 
to ascertain the approximate 
number of patients who would be 
glad to receive these flowers, and 
each school was assigned a definite 
ward or hospital. to carry flowers to. 

Of course, the number of patients 
in private hospitals who need this 
attention is small, but we offered to 
supply all patients with flowers if 
the authorities so desired, and wrote 
the private hospitals to this effect. 
We called their attention to out-of- 
town patients not having friends in 
the city, etc. Ve have received 
replies from four of these hospitals 
and all have indorsed the idea as 
being a most helpful one to them, as 
well e- to the community. I quote 
from a letter received from Hugh 
S. Thompson, superintendent of the 
Piedmont hospital : 

“[ have your letter of March I 
and wish to express my appreciation 
of the splendid thought you are trying 
to ‘put across’ for the benefit of 
those patients in hospitals who are 
ever in te of an act of kindness.
